Arrangaments were made today for a
confarence hetween Forelgn Minister von
Jagow and Ambassador Gerard on the Iat-
ter's arrival from the front He reached
Berlin this afternoon.

The American Fmbassy recelved from
Washington vestarday n meszsage explain-
ing the Interpretution placed by the
United Statsa on certain points of inter-
national law involved In the note. Thia
maessage was talagraphed at once to Am-
Bassador Gernrd, who wag then in econ-
ference with the Kalner.

The Ambassador telegraphed shortly
after that he would eable to Washington a
long report on his conference with the
Kalser immediataly upon his arrival here.
Whether he brought a privata mes=age
to Pregident Wilson from the Kalser o
not known,

WASHINGTON SUSPENDS
OPINION ON U-BOAT REPLY
TILL ARRIVAL OF TEXT

WASHINGTON, May 2

When President Wilson met with his
Cabinet today, official Washingtoh was
still wailting for the Kalmser's reply on
the U-boat issue. As & result of Ambas-
sador Gerard's delay In returning to Ber-
lin from headnuarters where he hus been
gonferring with Emperor Willlam, the dis-
pateh, expected from the American Am-
bassador yesterday, {8 now not looked for
bafore tomorrow morning, In the mean.
time there is no officlal light on the course
of ermany's proposed actlon, and specu-
lation is suspended.

The fact that the conference between
the Kaiser and Mr. Gerurd was more pro-
lunged than at first planned is taken as 7
hopeful indication In mome quarters here.
The leeling prevails that Garman oMelals
have been having a hard struggle with the
demands of President Wilson.

That Germany may contend. In her re-
ply to the United Statss U-boat ulti-
matum, that she already has “effectad an
abandonment of present methods of sub.
marine warfare agninst passenger and
fraight carrying vessels” was suggested
in diplomatie elrcles here today, It is
claimed in Teutlonle elrcles here that since
the American note was delivered In Ber-
lin thers has not besn reported an au-
thantic cise where a merchant vessel was
attacked without warning. OMclals say
that when the German reply Is recelved It
will so declare, and will also siate that
from now on cruiser warfare will be fol-
lowed. which would mean rigid adherence
o the doetrine of visltation and wsearch.
If this is so, than oMcials say the sub.
marine controversy will be at an end,

Should, however, Germany simply say
that she has ordered a temporary ocessa-
tlon while the entire question of rules for
submarine warfare are entered into by
diplomatic negotintions bstween the two
Governments then trouble will ensuse It

OPERATORS DECLARE

i Scale of Increased Coal Costa to

Public Being Prepared,
Says Representative
of Owners

MILLIONS GO TO MEN

Consumers Here Must Pay
$1,000,000 of Miners' Rise |

Wage rise to anthracite miners |
increases operators’ expenses be-
tween $9,000,000 and $12,000,000
yearly.

Local consumers must pay about
£1,000,000 of this sum.

Dealers expect sliding scale ad-
viance of 10 cents a ton, starting
this month, until retail prices reac
60 cents above present schedule,

Prevailing prices of so-called do-
mestic sizes are: Pea, $5.26: nut,
$7.25; stove and egg, $7, with 25
;:unls added where coal is carried
n.

Domestic sizes will pay greatest
share of excess price, which conse-
quently will fall heaviest upon
householder and small user,

The price of conl {8 golng up. Phlladel-
phinfis within the next 12 months praob-
ably will have to spend $1.000,000 more
for anthracite than they did last year., In
fact, Philndelphin dealers who heard the
announcement that the concessions to the
anthracite miners would reach from
$9.000,000 to $12,000,000 made no attempt
to hida the fact that the bill ultimately
would be paid by the consumar

None of the dealers would say Just
what the increase would be, although it
wan sald thut even I there were no
change in price this summer next autumn
the price of anthracite would be at least
B0 cents & ton higher than last vear, Tn
other quarters It was stated that the ad-
vance wotild be 10 cents a month, starting
this month Charlss K. Scull, secretary
of the Philadelphia Coal Exchange, was
ona of thoss who took this view.

The advance In price, dealers naid,
would depend to a large extent upon the
rales naked by the coal operators, ‘The
rittey wre being worked out, sccording to
Samusl D, Warriner, president of the Le-
high Coal and Navigation Coempany nnd
chalrman of the Operators’ Ceneral Cone-
farence Committes, They will not be
ready for several days Meanwhile, he
sald, the winter rutes will be maintalned.

The conceaslon to the mincrs comprises
chiafly a wage Increase grantesd to about
180,000 workers. The arrangement la be-
tween thae operators and workers for a
period of four yvears and probably wiil ba
ratified today mt the miners' convention In
Potlsville. THe genernl commmittes of an-
thracite gperstors met yvesterday at the
offica of the Philadeliphin and Reading
Coal and Iron Company In the Reading
Terminal. The detalls of the miners'
agresment were explained amnd the oper-
ators formally ratified the action of the
subcommittee.

Mr. Warrinar sald yestarday that it
would be hard to ascertain at present just
whit the additfonal conmt will be to the
operstors by the incresse In wages “"We
ballsve,” he sald. “that It will rupge from
$10,000,000 to $13,000,000 mwnnually." Tt
is estimated that 10 per vent. at least of
the wage Incréase will have to be paid by
the consumer,

“Tha wage Increase certainly will mean
an advance In the wholesale price of
coal"” Mr., Warriner explalned “Iin no
other way cun the tremendous wsum of
monay involved be distributed. Just how
